synopsis 


The S. S. America prepares to sail for England with a celebrated list of passen- 
gers: Elisha J. Whitney, Wall Street tycoon; Hope Harcourt, a debutante: her 
mother; Hope's fiance, Sir Evelyn Oakleigh; a bishop; Reno Sweeney, evangelist 
turned nightclub singer; Moonface Martin, a gangster disguised as a clergyman; his 
moll, Bonnie. 


Billy Crocker discovers that Hope, for whom he has been searching since their 
brief meeting in New York, is sailing. In order to accompany her, he accepts the 
ticket and passport of Moonface's absent colleague, Snake Eyes Johnson, Public 
Enemy No. 1, and adopts several disguises to evade the eyes of the Purser. Reno 
agrees to help Billy break Hope's engagement by pursuing Sir Evelyn, and falls for 
him herself, 


Billy is “recognized” as Snake Eyes, but the passengers’ delight in having a 
celebrity aboard induces the Purser to offer him the courtesy of the ship. Encour- 
aged by Hope, however, he confesses his deception and is arrested for stealing a 
ticket and passport. Moon then proudly asserts his real identity and is also arrested, 
In the brig, Billy learns that Hope and Evelyn will be married on deck before the 
ship docks. Will Billy be able to get up on deck and stop the marriage?
